AMERICA AND THE 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


A Japanese Symposium. - 


Under the caption of “Disarma- 
mont, Amorica and the Leaguoof | 
Nations.” the Tatkwan (“ The | 
Outlook") has articles by Mr. 
Sugimura Yotaro, Councillor of 
tho Foreign Office; Dr. Suychiro 
Shigeo, Profesaor of Law in.the 
Kioto Imperial University; and 
Mr. Ishikawa Yasujiro, a woll- 
known journalist. 

- Mr. Sugimura expresses regret 
that President \ilson did not 
foresee that his country would 
not, after the war, accept him ag 
a dictator, althouch it allowed

‘him to remain so during the cam- 


paign. Ho also failed to see that 
he was ata disadvantago at tho 
Paris Peace Conference against 
an experienced statesman like 
Mr. Lloyd George, who ia beliaved 
to bo peerless” in international 
statecraft. 

Owing to these facts, says Mr. 
Sugimura; and in consideration of 


‘| the fact that England had gone to | 


the Peace Conference thoroughly 
propared to accept the Leaguo of 
Nations--in contrast to American 
unpreparedness~--the organization 
of the Leaguo of Nations was so 
planned as to suit British desires 
best. The result, he says, is that 
neither France nor Italy—to way 
nothing, of America-~is satisfied 
with tha Covonant of tho League 
of Nations as it ‘stands. “Even 
the single fact that Great Britain, 
with her Dominions and Colonies, 
has six votes is an uufair advant- 
age in her favonr,” he says, 

Dealing with the question of 
voter. Mr. Sugimura observes that 
tie Covenant, whilo declaring ia 
its Preamble that it will uphold 
the principles of Internationaé 
Law, in Ariticlé {. virtually goes 
back on this declaration, because 
to give votes to non-independent 
Nations, which are the due of 
Internationat lav. It is no wonder 
that the American Senate is 
openly opnosed to the Provision, 
which opposition he sees nothing; 
unreasonahle. 

Likewise he approves uf the 
reservation proposed by the 
American Senate with respect to 
the Badget of the League, which. 
when it grows in aniunt, will 


Vhave to be seriousiy considered 


by all members of the League. 
Mr. Sugimura next deala with 
the position’ of America as re- 
wards the application of an 
economic blockade, the Monroe 
Doctrine, and the administration 
of mandates. Tn each case he is 
sympathetically disposed toward 
the American views. He is con- 
vinced that Amarica is not op- 
posed ta: the fundamental 


principles of the League and will 


join it wher: some slight modifica- 
tions have been made and 
amendtients, acceptable to her, 
introdueod in the Covenant. 
“ This should be done “, says Mr. 
Sugimura, “ for without America, 
the League of Nations will 
remain for ever a lame institu- 
tion.” 

Dr. Suvehiro Shigeo, Prefessor 
of Law in the Kioto Trmperial 
University, discusses disarma- 
ment and Japan.. te regrets 
that ‘the question is not being 
considered in thia eountry as 
seriously aa it is in Britain and 
America. “ Armamont appropria- 
tions in Japan,” he says, “ form 
50 per cent, of the entire Budget, 
the Navy alone monvopolizing 32 
per cent. This, is too heavy-a 
burden for the nation, while the 
all- io yportant question of educat- 
ion is being relegated too 
subordinate position. It is net 
surprising that the public in 
other countries regard Japan as 
a soldior-ridden nation. That is 
not all. The present naval com- 
petition between Japan and 
Unitel States ia bound to force 
Japan into difficulties which wilt 
ultimately result in an American 
Japanesa War. If on the other 
hand, ‘Japan drops her aggres- 
sive policy. and applies herself 
devotedly to the maintenance of

TILE GERMAN WAY. 


A few days ago, the French Premier assefted that the 
insufliviency of Germany's defeat in the war had been aimis- 
fortune psychologically tothe German people, whose leaders 
had failed tu recognise the generosity of the Allies in stopp- 
ing their armies on the eve of the'complete collapse of the 

German Army. There is something in what he says. At 
the time of the Armistice there were many who held that 
the Alhes had made a mistake in calling a truce before 
giving the Germans a taste of what they had given Belgium 
and France. lt was, then argued, with some measure of 

. reasonability, thatif the enemy's armies had been completely 
broken and smashed and the war taken fur awhile into his 
country, the Germans, humbled and disgraced, would have 
been tractable when it cume to the settlement of the peace 
terms and the carrying into effect of the same. ; 

One thing is certain, at any rate. It is, that all the 
way through the piece Germany has been raising obstacles 
against, the Allies since the war. ler leaders have set up 
@ continuous squeal as to the impossibility of car ying out 
their Treaty obligations, and it has only, been when force 
has been threatened or applied that they have: submitted. 
So, after ail, the German spirit has not really changed. 
What can be demonstrated by sume recent remarks 
made ‘by Fielt Marshal Hindenburg, who, when the 
German delegates were invited to the London Conference, 
‘declared in an interview that the Allies were really afraid 
of Germany and advised defiance to their terms. He added 
his hope that the Government would remain firm against 
the Allied proposals, saying. “ Dignity: alone demands it.” 
‘Another point that is worth noticing is that the German 

“Press at that.time were making much of the idea that the 
United States would make it difficult to impose their re- 
paration demands on Germany, Hindenburg himself 
indicating that he shared this.illusion when he said he had 
the impression that ‘in America there has come about a 
complete change of opinion in our favour.” Herr Strese- 
man, the Nationalist Party leader, in an election address, 
said “ Our greatest error in the war was that we did not 
try to float our war Loans in America; now,’ however, we 
will prove to America that our reconstruction is also in its 
interests,” ‘This type of propaganda was tried with the 
view to-influencing the United States to exercise pressure 

‘on the Allies to reduce the reparation demands. But it 
has miserably”-failed. President pene Ha eda 
message smashed Germany’s hope of intervention on. her 
behalf, for he definitely declared that America intended to 
followa policy of non-interference in the affairs of the Old 
World. : 

But Germany still goes on squealing, She has now 
appealed to the League of Nations, arguing that the Allies’ 
demands should be stopped. because. there has been com- 
‘pliance. with the’ reparations obligations. ‘That latter 
‘statement would take some proving. We can only marvel 
.at'the presumption which permits of its utterance. We 
can only attribute it to German psychology, which passeth 
all understanding, arn

NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Mr. Bonar Law. 


A certain amount of speculation 
has been indulged in as to how 
far the political relationship 
between Mr. Lloyd George and 
Mr. Bonar Law would continue. 
They have been colleagues tor 
over. five yoars, for the bulk of 
which period Mr. Bonar Law has 
been Leader of the House while 
Mr. Lloyd Georgé has been 
Premier. 
an anomalous position in normal 
times, but times were not normal, 
and, with many Conferences and 
other engagements to occupy the 


| Premier's timo, it was arranged 


that Mr. Bonar Law should be the 
recognised Leader in the Houso. 
For a‘long while he practically 
had the headship in Parliament 
to himself, the Premier's appear- 
ances being infrequent. Later, 
fin response. to reprosentations 
that the Premier should be 
soen in the Legislative 
Chamber more often, Mr. Lloyd 
George has attended at St. 
Stephen's with fair regularity 
when not needed elsewhere, but 
Mr. Bonar Law ‘still voiced 
Ministerial policy when the direct 
intervention of the Premier was 
not called for. Thug for a lengthy 
period ‘wo have had in the same 
harness two politicians who in 
the days preceding the Coalition 
had many tussles across the floor 
of the House, Mr, Lloyd George 
being tho then Liberal Chancellor 
of the Exchequor, ‘while Mr. 
Bonar Law was Leader of tho 
Opposition, The combination 
worked withfar more harmonious- 
ness than might have been ex- 
pected ; but, with rumours in the 
air concerning .a fresh political 
orientation, there has been some 
guessing as to how tho two fore- 
most members of the Coalition 
would stand towards cach other. 


The Premier’s Emotion. 


In this situation a bombshell 
has been fired upon the political 
world by tho announcement of 
Mr. Bonar Law's resignation on 
the ground of ill-health. Presumm- 
able the incisposition came to a 
head suddenly, since Reuter had 
sent no word of it, and one's first 
impression was that an ailment 
of no great: moment had perhaps 
been utilised ay a ground for 
withdrawal from the Coalition, 
the break-up of which had boon 
hinted at. Later advices indicate 
that the Coalition Leador's health 
has been sn serriously pejudiced 


‘| that medical: advisers call for a 


long rest us ossential to the 
avoidance of a complete break- 
down. Apparently the danger 
was imminent, as the 
Jaeader was absent trom the 
House, his letter of resignation 
being read by Mr. Lloyd George, 
whose perceptible emotion was 
shared by Mr. Asquith and the 
Leader of the Labour Party, Mr. 
Clynes. It may not be generally 
known that Mr. Bonar Law's 
private relations with Labour 
members’ were most agreeable, 
much as thoy differed in-debate. 
The Premier expressed a hope 
that a short rest might onable his 
colleague to resume. duty, but 
‘could not feel confident in the face 
of the medical report. Consider- 
ing the long ‘and arduous turn of 
Ministerial duty that theCoalition 
Leader has undergone at tho most 
critical epoch in the Empire's 
history, the strain, physcial and 
mental], must havo been a heavy 
one; and Britishers ‘will join 
in the hope that rest will 
bring complete recovery. Mr. 
Bonar Law, a Canadian by birth 
and formerly Chairman if the 
Glasgow Iron Trade Association, 
had made unobtrusive, but steady 
progressive as.a Unionist politic- 
ian, when in 1911 Mr. Balfour 
resigned tho leadership of the 
party. Mr. Walter Long, Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain (who is 
again spoken of as Leader), and 
“F.E."—now on tho Woolsack, 
but at that time the enfant terrible 
of the Umonist Party—were 
spoken of as successors. The 
choice, however, fell upon the 
Scoto-Canadian, It would be 
tragic indeed if Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain's fate were to over- 
take Mr. Bonar Law. He is but 
in his, fifty-ninth year, and his 
wiry, if not robust, physique. 
should stand him in good stead. 


Education of Democracy.

NEW FACTORY. 


Big Hongkong Venturé. 


Animportant extension in the 
businoss of the Nanyang Brothers 
Tobacco Company will shortly 
be undertaken’ with the com- 
pletion and equipment of the 
new large factory which the Com- 
pany have built et Morrison Hill 
Road. The new plant, the con- 
struction of which has been 
prompted by the growing 
business of the Company, is 
situated on a piece of ground 
origiually occupied by the Law 
and Son's shoe factory from 
whom, - together with. the 
machinery, it was purchased for 
the sum of $42,000, some. five 
years ago. The new building, 
which has an area of. 12,000 feet, 
is built of reinforced concrete 
and embodies the most modern 
ideas of sanitation and efficency. 
It is four storeys in height and 
when completed and . equipped 
with the necessary machinery 
will give employment to over a 
thousand people. ; 

The machines for the manu- 
facture of cigarettes. which. will 
entail an.outlay of about $100,000 
have been ordered from America

We 
were discussing The Virginian 
and someone said what a pity it 
was that the author should have 
died after writing only one book 
and such a good one at that. At the 
time I mind of agreeing-wi' the 
speaker, in order, I suppdge, no’ 
to show my ignorance. How often 
are weall very apt to.do tho same 
thing? The rosult of thus taking 
this statement for granted was 
that all those years I've missed 
the. several books written by this 
author. Imagine my surpise then 
to find my latest addition to the 
bookcase written bythe man who, 
to my mind, has written, after 
Lorna Doone, perhaps the most 
unique love story of our day. That 
only lets you see what fools we 
can be at times and shows ye how 
we shouldna’ pretend to know 
everything and agree wi' the first 
silly ass that opens his face in 
company. It makes me clean 
mad to think of it. 


Did ye ever read The Virginian? 
It's fine. There’s one bit. there 
about a iminister that will be 
enjoyed by all who do not approve 
of the missionizing efforts of 
those who belong to the “ fifteen 
religions and one God". One 
saying .of the Virginian sticks 
out like a pimple on your face. 
“As for parsons” says he, “I 
reckon sqgme parsons have a 
right to tell yu’ to be good....,........ 
but I tell yu’ this: a middlin’ 
doctor isa pore thing and..e 
middlin' lawyer is a pore thing: 
but keep me from the middlin’ 
man of God". ; mo Bs 

Another ‘peculiarity of this 
book is that never once does the 
author give a name to hie chief 
character, As the man from 
Virginia he atayts and as such ho 
drops out ‘and never orca: does 
there appear’ to be any. real 
reason. why yott should know 
his kaptismal-font-made © name. 
That's how you'ro made ‘to foeb 
onyhow, indiceting to those who 
can éppreciato ite technique, that 


thie fine little book is written by.

need to. Em'ly was for. ever 
being kicked off potatoes, round 
stones, soap, onions and other 
abnormal objects, She horself 
had nevor laid an egg. She didna’ 
know how to. In other words 
she was a’ hermaphrodite 
though it appears she stood 
straight and alert in the manner 
of responsible people. Though 
she couldna’ lay onything she 
wags for ever trying to hatch some- 
thing and went in for mothering 
allround. How a real egg was 
given her and what followed when 
the chicken appeared is all part 
of her life atory. Em'ly and her 
latter end’ should be read: by 
everyone, for, as the Virginian 
himself said, “She. is just one of 
thom parables.” . :
